Captain 
Gaynor has enjoyed more freedom than 
has Greene, and he has remained qitetly 
in hig cell and about the jail corridors, 
hopeful of everything.

FRAU: ELBE'S CHARACTER 
RATHER ROUGHLY HANDLED 


One Witness Accuses Von Moltke’s 
Former Wife of Dissolute Acts, 
and Alleges That She Told 
Depraved Stories to 
- Young Girls, 


Berlin, December 30.—The name of 
Princess Charlotte Von Saxe Meinin- 
gen, the eldest sister of Emperor Wil- 
liam, was brought into the Harden- 
Von Moltke libel case teday as the 
person who had supplied Maximillian 
Harden with Zhe information concern- 
ing the Zu Eulenberg “group” near the 
person of the emperor upon which 
Harden based his campaign against the 
so-called Camarilla. 

Harden had two meetings with the 
princess, seemingly at her request. 
Professor Schweninger, who was pres- 
ent at thesé investigations gave a brief 
account of them in a deposition. Gen- 
eral Count Wilhelm Von Hohenau was 
mentioned at these meetings but ng 
refenence was made to Count. Kuno 
Von Moltke. 

Princess Charlotte and the emperor 
have been on cool terms for several 
years. The late Prince Bernhardt, hus- 
band of the princess, was long op- 
posed to Prince Phitth Zu Eulenburg 
at court. It is apparent that the 
princess did not forget this feud and 
that she has been instrumental in 
ruining Zu Bulenburg’s reputation and 
his consequent loss of favor with the 
emperor.’ 

Professor Schweningér’s Evidence, 

The evidence of Professor Schwen- 
inger, who was physician to the late 
Prince Von Bismarck, was read to the 
court.. The professor declared that he 
had no i1l-feeling against VVon Moltke, 
in spite of the coolness existing be- 
tween the count and Mrs. Schweninger. 
‘Harden, the professor set forth, had 
amet the hereditary princess of Saxe- 
Meningen twice in his presence in the 
course of visits at Schwenock. Op one 
of these occasions the princess talked 
about General Count Wilhelm Von 
Hahenau, and expressed her sorrow 
that such degeneration should occur in 
high circles. Professor Schweninger said 
that he was very much ‘astonished, 
when, following the appearance of the 
articles in Die Zukunft, the excitement 
against Harden broka put.

Review 


New York, December 30.—The year 
1907 has been one in which there has 
been much making of finaticial his- 
tory. It will go down with 1857, 1873 
and 1893 as one of,;the panie years in 
American finance, but despite the ré- 
markable stress and strain to which 
the financial structure has been sub- 
jected, the year closes with conditions 
stronger and safer than they were 
when the year began. 

Searcity of Capital. 

The year opened with the feeling in 
conservative quarters that speculation 
had already been carried to an unwar- 
ranted height and that prudence was 
imposed by conditions upon bankers 
and capitalists. That this feeling oper- 
ated to some extent here throughout 
the year and that there was a scarcity 
of capital for absorbing new securi- 
ties, was indicated by the diminished 
transactions in stodcks and loafis on 
the New York stock exchange. While 
the number of shares of stock dealt in 
up to Christmas of 1907 did not fall 
below that of normal years prior to 
Ase it was very much less than for 
f that year and for 1906. The banner 
year prior to. 1902 was 190! when the 
number of shares: dealt in was 265,- 
577,354... There was a’ decline to 160.- 
748,368 shares in. .the defiression of 
190° and a recovery to 263,040,993 in 
1905 and 288,424,234 in T906. The num. 
ber of. shares dealt in in 1907 fell to 
195,169,192. The field of bonds in feof 
showed sales amounting to $999,404. 
920 which fell In 1903 to %$684,200,850. 
The maximum was attained in 1904 
when sales were $1,030810,56, but was 
not greatly reduced in 1905 when sd&les 
stood at’ $1,018,590.420. Signs of thd 
exhaustion of capital were already af- 
forded in 1906 by the decline of such 
sales to $670,817,333 and finally to 
$561,651,500 in 1907! The source of the 
pressure upon the money market is 
indicated by the large issues of se- 
curities which took place during sev- 
eral years prior to the crisis.

PROGRESS FINE 
FOR THE YEAR 


Columbus Has Passed Through 
An Era of Great 
Prosperity. 


Columbus, Ga., December 30.—(Spe- 
cial.)\—The year which will come to an 
end tomorrow night has been one of 
real and substantial progress in Co- 
lumbus. All the manufacturing enter- 
prises here have been running on full 
time and the merchants have had their 
full share of business. Here are. some 
of the things that have actually come 
to pass in Columbus in 1907: 

Swift spinning mills have been erected 
at a cost of over $100,000, and other 
cotton mills have added to their equip- 
ment. <A factory has been built by the 
Columbus School Desk Company and 
the Standard School Desk Manufac- 
turing Company has applied for char- 
ter and will establish plant at once. A 
fine power plant was completed and 
placed in operation by the Columbus 
Power Company. The survey of the 
company’s extensive waterworks, north 
of the city, which is preliminary to de- 
veloping the property, was completed 
only recently. Tae city of Columbus 
substantial and (first-class 
paving of streets and sidewalks  be- 
sides other street improvement work. 
Taxable values in Muecogee county, of 
which Columbus js the county seat, in- 
creased over $2,000,000. 

A $20,000 negro Young Men’s Chris- 
tian Association building was erected. 
Plant of Bull Creek Sand and Gravel 
Company was established. A large fac- 
tory of Georgia Fertilizer Company 
was built. Plant of Muscogee Brick 
and Terra Cotta Company was com- 
pleted and placed in operation. The 
congregation of the First Baptiet 
church raised $20,000 with which the 
building will be remodeled. 

The Perkins Hosiery Mills greatly in- 
creased their capacity, and the Perkins 
Hosiery Mills bought additional ground 
upon which it will, in the future, build 
a second mill. The people of Columbus, 
at the polis, authorized the issuance of 
$75,000 of bonds for building of a new 
bridge across the Chattahoochee river. 
and the structure will be erected at an 
early date. The Columbus Railroad 
Company built an extension and re- 
placed much of its old track with new 
and heavier rails. The Temple B’Nai 
Israel remodeled its synagogue. The 
St. Paul Methodist congregation built 
a fine parsonage. A new business col- 
lege opened its doors. Numbers of 
manufacturing companies equipped 
their plants with electrical power, two 
of the installations being of nearly 500 
horse-power each. A $30,000 public li- 
brary was built. Numbers of new 
stores and many dwellings have been 
erected,, one new residential suburb 
has been opened and real estate has 
been active.

Dr. Willis Westmoreland Makes 
“Statement 


DR. KENDRICK HAS A SAY 


The Atlanta School of Medicine Fur- 
nishes a Card to the Public. 
Matter Must Be Settled by 
the Trustees of the 
Hospital. 


The medical college controversy over 
the use of the Grady hospital wards 
for training for medical students found 
fresh impetus yesterday in statements 
made by Dr. Willis Westmoreland and 


mouths to be fed from the hard labor/tigating traffic problems with the idea (Dr. W. 8. Kendrick. along with some 


affidavits and a statement by the At- 
lanta School of Medicine. 

Both sides are as emphatic as ever in 
their views on the subject, and the 
row will never be settled until the 
trustees of the hospital act upon it. 

Dr. Westmoreland’s statement is 
follows: 

I am very sorry to see the Grady drawn 
into and made the storm center of a college 
fight, which has been pecipitated by a few 
disgruntled malcontents, who have taken the 
streets with the ‘‘I will make the trustees do 
this and the city council do that or we will 
do both of them.’’ 

A few years ago they organized a medical 
college, the Atlanta School of Medicine. As 
most of its faculty are graduates of our 
college, the Atlanta College of Physicians 
and Surgeons, we would like to encourage 
them, but they have tried to grow too rapid- 
ly and they now begin to feel the pinch. 
Having more room in their building than 
was needed for lecturing and dissecting, they 
changed the basement into wards for hos- 
pital purposes. The next step was to make 
arrangements to care for city patients at $1 
a day. Their hospital is for the purpose of 
giving bedside instruction to students. Now 
they are ready, and the fight is on, and en- 
tirely for. personal ends. Now begins the 
sensational interviews by these gentlemen 
that ‘‘these colleges are no equally repre-. 
aented,’” ‘‘wards ovrrun with groups of 
young students keyed high with cold curios!i- 
ty,’’ and other absurdities, that any reputable 
physician should be ashamed of. 

To Deceive the Public. 


These misleading statements, made by men 
who know better, for the ulterior purpose of 
deceiving the public to the point af assisting 
them to gain their personal ends, that of 
preventing medical instruction. being given 
in the Grady hospital. 

That students would 


as 


overrun the wards is 
ridiculous. : The chargcter of this instruc- 
tion to be of value necessitates a limited 
number of :students, usually from two to six. 
It is a well recognized medical fact that 
these patients fare better and receive better 
and more scientific treatment in _ institu- 
tions where such instructions are given by 
reason of the attending physician being 
stimulated to hig highest endeavor. 

I wish to resent the imputation made in 
these interviews that these medical students 
are lWacteria-infected rowdies, who would 
make sport of or treat these patients badly. 

The students who receive the benefit of 
these instructions and courteous gentlemen, 
who have already studied medicine three 
years, or a year longer than these critical 
physicians hadi when they graduated. 

The idea that these patients are unduly 
exposed, badly treated or made sport of is a 
reflection on the intelligence of fhe person 
making it. These patients would not stand 
it for a moment. 

This practice of ward teaching is prac- 
tically universal in all hospitais, even in 
those situated in towns without medical col- 
leges. 

I have for a quarter of a century been 
connected with a surgical clinic, conducted 
for the purpose of medical instruction. In 
that time several thousand patients have 
been cared for, a large proportion of them 
operated upon and most of them have been 
looked after by the senior students. I have 
never heard a complaint from any of these 
patients about their care or treatment. 

Crux of This Fight. 


The crux of this ‘‘spite’’ fight by these 
physicians is thelr lack of equal representa- 
tion on the medical board and if necessary 
in order to injure another school they are 
willing to sacrifice the Grady hospital. In 
viewing the sincerity of their contention that 
ward teaching is injurious, it should be borne 
in mind that they advertise bedside teaching 
in their wards, wards situated in the base- 
ment of a building in which cadavers are 
preserved, dissecting and anatomical teaching 
dune, gacterial laboratories conducted; and 
if their claim is correct, over 200 students 
are taught, and into these wards city pa- 
tients are sent at $1 per day. These, as city 
patients, are in every way entitled to the 
same protection as those in the Grady. 

If they are since and not hypocrites, they 
occupy the dual position of Dr. Jekyl and 
Mr. Hyde—that of outraging city patients in 
their own pet Institution, while trying to 
protect those in the Grady’s from similar 
evile—and back of that hypocritical smirk is 
trade, not philanthropy; business, not hu- 
manity. 

Dr. Kendrick’s Contention, 


Dr. W. 8S. Kendrick, dean of the At- 
lanta School of Medicine, published a 
lengthy statement in an afternoon pa- 
per, in which -.he renews the contro- 
versy between -his college and the At- 
lanta College @f Physicians and Ssur- 


igeons about the medical students being 


allowed the privilege of bedside or ward 
training in the Grady hospital. 

Dr. Kendrick makes the issue strong, 
and his arguments are based on a riv- 
alry between the medical schools, He 
goes into details about the rivalry and 
presents figures to show that since he 
withdrew from the Atlanta College of 
Physicians and Surgeons and establish- 
ed the Atlanta School of Medicine, the 
former has lost prestige, while his school 
has been a great success. 

It seems now that the matter has 
clearly developed into a row between 
the two colleges, aS was wurst pointed 
out by The Constitution. 

Dr. Kendrick says the whole matter 
is now an issue between himself and 
Dr. W. 8. Elkin, dean of fhe Atlanta 
College of Physicians and Surgeons, He 
presents an affidavit from Dr. R. T. 
Dorsey, who was a student at the col- 
lege, and who says that he was never 
admitted to the Grady hospital wards 
for training. Affidavits from Drs. L 
c. Fischer and 8. R. Roberts along the 
same line are given, and another from 
Dr. Brewster, formerly superintendent 
of the hospital,.to show that there has 
never been a. practice of using the in- 
stitution for ward teaching. 

He refers to the card to the public 
by Drs. A. W. Calhoun, J. 8. Todd, W. 
S. Elkin and James B. Baird, which 
was published in Sunday’s Condtitution, 
and in which it was stated that such 
ward teaching has always been a cus- 
tom at the Grady and was permitted in 
every hospital the world over. 

Dr. Kendrick declines to criticize Dr. 
Calhoun for ‘“friendship’s sake." He

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nected with the medical colleges for 
fifteen years, and knows nothing about 
the ‘matter at issue. He mentions Dr. 
Baird’s name, and then exclaims, ‘Will 
the earth stand still?’ He claims that 
Dr. Elkin is trying to do something to 
help his medica] college, and says: 

The truth of this controversy is fully known 
to some. I regret to be forced to state the 
following facts: I was dean of the Atlanta 
Medical college twenty years ago. It was in 
fragments. It attained the highest success. 
I was instrumental on my faculty in con- 
solidating the Southern Medical college with 
the Atlanta Medical college, and it was 
named the Atlanta College of Physicians and 
Surgeons at my suggestion. I was elected 
its dean. It succeeded. For reasons that can 
be stated. but not necessary, I left it in 
September, 1905, and was largely instrumen- 
tal in establishing the Atlanta School of 
Medicine. It has had the most marvelous 
success of any educational institution in the 
land, north or south, so far as my informa- 
tion goes. 

It is bringing to this city more students 
than any other institution, save the Tech- 
nological school. It has built and kept its 
own little hospital of twenty beds and has 
run it most successfully at its own expense. 
This has been the great drawing card for the 
institution. I left the Atlanta College of 
Physicians and Surgeons with an even at- 
tendance of 260. The first year Dr. Elkin, 
elected dean as my successor, lost 70 stu- 
dents and only had 180, while my new school 
a the end of its fiist scholastic year had 


Last April, at the end of its second scholas- 
tic year, it had 238 students and the institu- 
tion I left had an even 200. This year, by 
and bounds, its present enrollment igs. 
well on to 300, having from 69 to 75 students 
more than its competitor. 

The groundwork of all this discussion is 
due to the fact that, chagrined by the loss 
of patronage and stung to the quick by 
prestige which has disappeared, the Atlanta 
College of Physicians and Surgeons ig de- 
termined, if possible, to get charge of the 
wards of the Grady hospital for bedside 
teaching, so that W. 8S. Elkin, as dean of 
that institutfon, may retrieve his broken for- 
tunes. 

Dr. Kendrick states that his college 
has not the same showing on the medi- 
cal staff of the Grady hospital as the 
other college, and ends his statement 
as follows: 

I have confidence in the wisdom of the 
board of trustees, but at the same time if the 
Atlanta School of Medicine is not put on a 
parity with the Atlanta College of Physicians 
and Surgeons, we have certainly the right 
that every American citizen has, namely, 
the right of appeal.

The following statement was furn- 
ished The Constitution for publication: 

The name of the Atlanta School of Medi- 
cine having been brought into the discussion 
regarding the proposed opening of the wards 
of the Grady hospital for bedside teaching, we 
wish merely to make the following statement 
to the public: 

The Atlanta School of Medicine, as an in- 
stitution, is in no way concerned with the 
opening of these wards except that if they 
are to be opened for this purpose we think it 
nothing more than fair and just that we 
should be accorded there the same advantages 
as are accorded other colleges. These ad- 
vantages cannot be distributed with justice 
to the colleges without an even apportion- 
ment af positions on the visiting staff. 
Whether the board of trustees shall endeavor 
to make such ‘apportionment is not for us 
to guggest.

Promiuent South Carolinan Passed 
Away Suddenly Yesterday. 
Columbia, 8S. C., December 30.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Dr. James H. Thornwell, tor 
of the Presbyterian church at Fort Mill, 
and keeper of the records and seal of 
the grand lodge, Knights of Pythias for 
eight years, died at his home about 3 
o'clock this morning from an attack of 

neuralgia of the heart. 

Dr. Thornwell had been ill but a few 
days and his death comes as a great 
shock to his many friends throughout 
South Carolina.

her original assertion. She had re- 
lated many Incidents of the count’s 
violence in which he alone appeared 
to be blameable. The profexsor had 
heard rumors about Prince Philip Zu 
Eulenburg even during the Hfe of 
Bismarck but the name of Von Moltke 
was never mentioned in connection 
with these matters. Frau Von Elbe 
told him that her former husband, the 
count, loved Zu Eulenburg more than 
he did herself. 

Continuing, the professor saiq he had 
himself related to Harden Bismarck’s 
opinion of Zu Eulenburg, whose tenden- 
cles the prince considered unfitted him 
to act as confidential adviser to the em- 
peror. He could not say whence Bis- 
marck had acquired this knowledge. The 
chancellor expressed the opinion also 
that a certain imperial adjutant, whose 
name was not mentioned, hag more in- 
fluence upon the decisions of the empe- 
ror than had the chancellor himself, Bis- 
marek declared in this connection, &ac- 
cording to Professor Schweninger, that 
if the members of the Camarilla were 
so foolish as to permit their influence 
to be suspected, the Camarilla would im- 
mediately cease to exist. 

Professor Schiweninger declared that he 
would not have introduceg Harden to 
Mrs. Von Elbe had he considered the 
latter to be untrustworthy. Harden's 
desire, he sald, was to make the affair 
public in the interests of the fatherland, 
not aS a personal matter. 

Evidence Against Frau Elbe. 


The state then introduced witnesses, 
whose testimony tended to discredit 
Frau Von Elbe. Her former paid com- 
panion, Miss May, said Frau Von 
Elbe was an unreliable woman and 
that she had _ suffered and quarrelled 
without reason, and it was her cus- 
tom to talk to respectable young girls 
concerning the most depraved acts. The 
count suffered greatly from his wife's 
disposition, but he was patient with and 
kind to countess, no matter what she 
did. 

Mrs. Van Dene Marwitz testified that 
Frau Von Elbe’s mother, Mrs. Von 
Meyden, once confided to her that her 
daughter was ill-advised and untrust- 
worthy. “Frau Von Meyden poured out 
her heart te .2e and complained bit- 
terly to me about her daughter,” the 
witness said. 

Baroness Schwarsson gave testimony 
to the effect that Frau Von Elbe, dur- 
ing her first marriage acted dissolutely. 
She mentioned various details. 

Countess Danckelmann swore to cir- 
cumstances detrimental to Frau Von 
Elbe and to Count Von Moltke’s en- 
thusiastic admiration of his flancee 
during their engagement. When he was 
first engaged to be married he wrote 
of his “brilliant good fortune in win- 
ning such a remarkable woman.” 

After a considerable amount of evi- 
dence from servants and others re- 
garding the hysterical nature of Mrs. 
Von Elbe, a physician attached to the 
law courts gave the expert opinion, 
gathered during the entire course of 
the proceedings that he had not ob- 
served the least foundation for the ac- 
cusation of abnormality against Von 
Moltke. 

Von Moltke on the Stand. 

After this statement Count Kuno Von 
Moltke himself took the stand. HHe de- 
clared that he had hardly slept for two 


imonths. He rejected the statement that 


used cosmetics to beau- 
tify his appearance, but said he was 
in the habit of using smelling salts. 
He explained the notorious handker- 
chief incident by declaring that owing 
to the jealousy of his wife, he re- 
frained for several weeks from visit- 
ing Zu Eulenberg’s house, although his 
office was in the bullding. After a 
scene with his wife one day he picksd 
up a handkerchief belonging to Zu 
Eulenburg and kissed it in an affec- 
tionate manner to see whether or not 
this would provoke an outbreak of 
jealousy from the countess. \ 

Dr. Magnus Hirschfeld, who, at\ the 
last trial, swore that Von Moltke } as 
abnormal, was severely cross éx- 
amined today and withdrew his 
previous statement. The taking 
of evidence then came to an end and 
the. case was adjourned. The § final 
pleadings will be heard tomorrow and 
judgment probably will be rendered on 
Thursday.

Tomlin- 
son and the Faulk brothers began 
shooting at one another, and the result 
was that the Faulks were dangerously 
wounded—one jn the stomach and the 
other in the left hip. Tomlinson was 
not hurt. He left the scene of the 
shooting, and has not vet been arrested. 
It is said he will surrender to the au- 
thorities.
